The venue will be 

decorated and furnished throughout to resemble the 

configuration of the chambers in 1913. The menus will offer 

food and drink named from that era. There will be exhibits, 

artifacts, historic photographs, and looping slideshow(s) featured 

throughout the building. Period music will also be playing when 

appropriate, and vintage vehicles parked outside, all with the 

intent of bringing patrons back to Alaska’s early days. Wait 

staff and participants are invited to wear period costumes.
